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INTRODUCTION. 


Overohurch  Parish,  the  only  township  of  which  is  Upton,  is 
situated  about  the  centre  of  the  lower  mediety  of  the  Hundred  of 
Wirral  in  the  County  of  Chester.  The  town  of  Upton  is  three  and 
three  quarter  miles  from  the  River  Mersey  on  the  east  and  the 
River  Dee  on  the  west,  and  two  and  a half  miles  from  the  Irish  Sea 
on  the  north. 

Though  early  records  are  singularly  silent  as  to  this  Parish, 
there  can  be  no  doubt  that  a Church  existed  here  at  a very  early 
date.  In  1887,  while  the  little  temporary  Church  was  being  pulled 
down,  which  had  been  built  in  1813  largely  out  of  the  materials 
of  the  original  edifice,  a stone  bearing  a runic  inscription  was 
discovered.  The  inscription  which  is  not  quite  complete  is  said  to 
read  : 

FOLC  ARAERDON  BEKUN  BIDDATH  FORE  AETHELMUND. 
The  people  raised  the  monument  pray  for  Aethelmund. 

At  the  same  time  some  scraps  of  worked  stones  were  found  which 
had  formed  part  of  the  original  church,  and  these  showed  that  a 
portion  at  all  events  had  been  very  good  Norman  work. 

No  Church  is  mentioned  in  Domesday,  though  the  township  is 
dealt  with,  while  Overchurch,  together  with  Thurstaston  and 
Eastham,  are  omitted  from  the  Taxation  of  Pope  Nicholas  in  1288-91, 
and  no  institutions  occur  at  Lichfield. 

The  Rectory  appears  to  have  been  the  property  of  the  Abbey 
of  St.  Werburgh  for  some  time  prior  to  the  Dissolution  of  the 
Religious  Houses.  On  the  founding  of  the  See  of  Chester  the 
Rectory  was  granted  to  the  Dean  and  Chapter,  but  by  an  unfortunate 
omission  in  the  final  wording  of  the  Charter,  it  was  lost  to  the  See, 
and  passed  into  the  possession  of  the  family  of  the  Stanleys  of 
Hooton,  who  held  it  until  the  present  century. 

In  consequence  of  the  absence  of  Institutions  to  the  living,  at 
the  Diocesan  Registry,  it  is  extremely  difficult  to  compile  a list  of 
the  Incumbents,  but  the  following  will  be  found  fairly  complete. 
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Thomas  Bennett,  from  ante  1542  to  post  1565.

The  will  of  Margery  Bold,  of  Upton,  dated  9 June  1570,  was 
witnessed  by  a John  Bay  lie,  cler.,  who  may  have  been  the  successor 
of  Thomas  Bennett. 

Peter  Wilkinson,  from  ante  1598  to  post  1598. 

Presented  to  the  Bishop  7 September  1598  for  not  being  licensed 
and  not  keeping  the  Register  Book  properly.  Vide  Wirral  Notes 
and  Queries,  Sanders  and  Irvine , Yol.  ii.,  p.  81. 

Gilbert  Dobbs,  from  ante  1600  to  post  1600. 

Vide  Parish  Register  p.  1.  Matriculated  B.N.C.  14  Oct.  1597, 
aged  18,  son  of  ....  of  Co.  Chester,  pleb.  Foster’s  A lutnni 

Oxoniensis. 

John  Cooper,  from  ante  1609  to  post  1609. 

Vide  Parish  Register,  p.  1. 

Peter  Barker,  from  ante  1610  to  post  1625. 

Signs  Parish  Register,  1610  to  1625,  probably  continued  till  his 
death  in  1630.  He  also  held  the  curacies  of  Bromborough  and 
Bebington.  Vide  Bebington  Parish  Register,  Sanders  and  Irvine , 
p.  165. 

Richard  Runcorn,  from  ante  1634  to  post  1636. 

Vide  Parish  Register,  p.  5.  He  appears  to  have  officiated  at 
Bidston  about  this  time.  Vide  Bidston  Parish  Register,  Irvine  p.  iv. 

Henry  Hatton,  from  ante  1648  to  post  1648. 

He  was  Curate  at  Woodchurch  in  1643.  Vide  will  of  Rev.  Rich. 
Sherlock,  1643.  Signed  Cheshire  Attestation  as  Minister  of 
Overchurch,  1648.  Vide  Nonconformity  in  Cheshire,  Urwick, 
p.  xxvii. 

Hugh  Burches,  from  7 Sept.  1670  to  post  1701. 

He  was  the  son  of  the  Rev.  George  Burches,  Rector  of  Woodchurch, 
by  his  wife  Margaret,  daughter  and  heiress  of  Richard  Adams  of 
Liverpool,  merchant.  He  was  baptized  at  Woodchurch  8 August, 
1644  and  married  Mary,  daughter  of  Leftwich  Oldfield  of  Leftwich, 
Esq.  by  Mary,  daughter  of  Thos.  Croxton  of  Ravenscroft.  (Harl. 
MSS.,  2153,  f.  115).  Ordained  Deacon,  24  July  1669,  by  Henry, 
Bishop  of  Meath  and  Priest  by  the  Bishop  of  Sodor  and  Man,  1673. 
B.A.  1674.  Curate  of  Bidston  from  ante  1668  to  post  1671,  Rector 
of  Woodchurch,  1673  until  his  death  in  1703. 

Robert  Janny,  from  ante  1705  to  post  1716. 

Son  of  Robert  Janny,  clerk,  admitted  sizar  at  St,  Johns’  College, 
Cambridge,  27  June  1656,  aged  18,  born  at  Timperley  in  Bowden 
Parish  and  bred  at  Dronfield  (See  Chesh.  Sheaf.  Yol  II.,  Ser.  III., 
p.  Ill,  Sanders  and  Irvine).  He  was  presented  to  Woodchurch  by 
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George  Burches  the  patron  1704  and  deprived  (reason  not  stated) 
in  1705.  In  the  1705-9-12  and  16  Visitations  (MSS.  Bishop’s 
Registry)  he  appears  as  Curate  of  Overchurch.  In  the  1716 
Visitation  he  is  stated  to  be  80  years  old,  and  in  this  year  a Thomas 
Turner  is  said  to  be  Schoolmaster  at  Overchurch. 

Robert  Danson,  from  ante  1723  to  post  1729. 

Vide  Parish  Register,  pp.  12-15.  Probably  also  Schoolmaster  at 
Woodchurch.  A Robert  Danson  was  Vicar  of  Backford  from  1720 
to  1750,  and  a Robert  Denson  was  Curate  of  Wallasey,  1719-20. 

Richard  Smith,  from  1730  to  1737. 

Vide  Parish  Register,  p.  15-17.  Also  Curate  and  Schoolmaster  at 
Woodchurch. 

George  Hodson,  from  1737  to  1757. 

Vide  Parish  Register,  p.  18-24.  Appointed  11  Dec.  1744  (though 
he  seems  to  have  served  the  cure  for  some  years  previous  to  this) 
by  Sir  Rowland  Stanley  of  Hooton,  Bt.  (MSS.  Bishops  Reg. 
Chester).  He  was  a son  of  the  Rev.  John  Hodson,  Rector  of 
Thurstaston  (1705-52)  and  was  Curate  of  West  Kirby  from  1726 
to  1758. 

George  Smith,  L.L.B.,  from  1759  to  1774. 

Appointed  21  Feb.  1759  by  John  Oxton  of  Hooton,  gent.,  on 
occasion  of  death  of  George  Hodson  the  last  Incumbent.  Letters 
testimonial  from  John  Crookhall,  Rector  of  Woodchurch,  Simon 
J acson,  Rector  of  Bebington,  and  J ames  Adams,  Curate  of  Bebington. 
(MSS.  Bishop’s  Reg.  Chester).  He  seems  also  to  have  been  Curate 
at  Woodchurch;  he  died  Feb.  11,  1775,  aged  42,  M.I.  at  Woodchurch. 

Thomas  Dawson,  from  1775  to  1777. 

Appointed  20  October  1775,  on  the  death  of  Geo.  Smith  the  last 
Incumbent.  Letters  testimonial  from  Simon  Jacson,  Rector  of 
Bebington,  Bryan  King,  Curate  of  Bidston,  Wm.  Robinson,  Curate 
of  West  Kirby,  dated  11  Oct.  1775,  in  which  he  is  described  as 
Thos.  Dawson  of  Thurstaston.  Resigned  11  July,  1777.  (MSS. 
Bishop’s  Reg.  Chester). 

Roger  Jacson,  from  1778  to  1825. 

Appointed  15  July  1777,  by  Simon  Jacson  of  Stockport  on  the 
vacancy,  owing  to  resignation  of  Thomas  Dawson,  last  Incumbent. 
During  this  period  the  church  was  served  by  Curates  from  local 
parishes,  especially  by  Rev.  Shallcross  Jacson  (son  of  Roger  Jacson) 
1781-4  and  Rev.  Edward  Newton,  Curate  of  West  Kirby,  from 
1787  to  1822.  Among  the  Episcopal  papers  at  Chester  is  a letter 
from  the  Rev.  Roger  Jacson,  dated  Feb.  1807,  stating  that  his 
non-residence  at  Overchurch  is  due  to  his  residence  at  Bebington 
where  he  is  Rector. 

Robert  Mosley  Feilden,  from  1826  to  1831. 

Appointed  5 Aug.  1826,  on  death  of  Roger  Jacson,  last  Vicar. 
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Presented  by  Robert  Feilden,  Esqre.  of  Mollington.  During  this 
period  the  Church  was  served  by  Curates  appointed  bjr  Mr.  Feilden, 
Rev.  Peter  Wilson  1828,  Rev.  Wm.  Clemison  1829,  and  Rev. 
Charles  Sanderson.  Mr.  Feilden  was  also  Rector  of  Bebington. 

Frederick  Barker,  from  1832  to  1837. 

Appointed  11  April  1832,  by  William  Webster,  Esq.,  on  resignation 
of  Mr.  Fielden.  Mr.  Barker  was  the  son  of  the  Rev.  J ohn  Barker 
and  J ane  his  wife,  and  was  baptized  at  Baslow  in  Derbyshire,  1 7 
March  1808.  Of  Jesus  Coll.,  Cambridge,  afterwards  Bishop  of 
Sydney,  Metropolitan  of  Australia.  During  his  incumbency  the 
Rev.  J.  G.  Longueville  (subsequently  Rector  of  Eccleston,  Co. 
Chester)  acted  as  Curate. 

Maxwell  Shayre,  from  1838  to  1840. 

Appointed  7 June  1838,  on  presentation  of  William  Webster  of 
Upton  Hall,  on  resignation  of  Mr.  Barker. 

John  Hullett,  from  1840  to  1841. 

Appointed  6 June  1840,  on  presentation  of  William  Webster  of 
Upton  Hall,  on  resignation  of  Mr.  Shayre. 

John  Gregson,  from  1842  to  1846. 

Appointed  18  January  1842,  on  presentation  of  William  Webster 
of  Upton  Hall,  on  resignation  of  Mr.  Hullett.  Probably  eldest  son 
of  John  Down  Gregson  of  Liverpool.  Matriculated  B.N.C.  30  May, 
1834  aged  17,  B.A.  1838,  M.A.  1841,  of  Castle  Priory  Berks.,  J.P., 
died  24  June,  1859. 

Offley  Crewe,  from  1846  to  1847. 

Appointed  28  Nov.  1846,  on  presentation  of  William  Webster  of 
Upton  Hall,  on  resignation  of  Mr.  Gregson.  Eldest  son  of 
Willoughby  Crewe  of  Warmingham,  Co.  Chester,  Clerk.  Mat. 
Merton,  6 Dec.  1838,  aged  18,  B.A.  1842,  M.A.  1845.  Resigned 
1 Aug.  1847. 

Thomas  Bell,  from  1847  to  1856. 

Appointed  9 Dec.  1847,  on  presentation  of  William  Webster  of 
Upton  Hall,  on  resignation  of  Mr.  Crewe. 

John  James  Moss,  from  1856  to  1862. 

Appointed  16  May  1856,  on  presentation  of  John  Moss  of  Liverpool, 
Esq.,  on  resignation  of  Mr.  Bell.  Letters  testimonial,  dated  24 
May  1856,  from  Rev.  Thos.  Nolan,  Yicar  of  Acton,  Rev.  Hugh 
Me  Neile,  D.D.,  Incumbent  of  St.  Paul’s,  Princes  Park,  Liverpool, 
and  Rev.  John  Gibson,  Incumbent  of  Garston.  Resigned  25  Feb. 
1862. 

Johnston  Hamilton  Aoheson,  from  1862  to  1873. 

Appointed  17  March  1862,  on  presentation  of  Rev.  J.  J.  Moss, 
patron,  on  resignation  of  Mr.  Moss ; M.A.,  of  Trinity  Coll.,  Dublin. 
Ord.  Deacon  1860,  Priest  1862. 
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Edward  Ditcher  Ward,  present  Vicar. 

Appointed  24  July  1873,  on  presentation  of  Wm.  Inman  of  Upton 
Manor,  on  resignation  of  Mr.  Acheson  ; M.A.,  of  St.  John’s  College, 
Cambridge,  of  which  College  he  was  a Scholar  and  Wrangler. 
Ordained  Deacon  1849,  and  Priest  1850,  by  Archbishop  of 
Canterbury. 

The  Parish  Registers  now  at  Upton  only  begin  in  1762,  but  a 
search  in  the  Bishops  Registry  at  Chester  has  furnished  the 
Transcripts  for  seventy-one  earlier  years.  The  first  of  these  is  for 
the  year  1600,  and  throughout  the  following  century  31  transcripts 
occur  ; while  from  1700  to  1762  there  are  transcripts  for  40  years. 

The  existing  Parish  Registers  previous  to  1812  are  contained 
in  one  volume,  on  parchment,  bound  in  undressed  calf,  the  size  of 
the  pages  average  14  inches  by  10,  and  the  number  of  leaves  is  23.
